A public bearin’ on proposed 
zoning for Section 14 was cut short 
last night and continued to the 
first February meeting on request 
of Ray Simpson. Agua Caliente 
Tribal Council attorney. 
Simpson, who explained the new 
plan hadn't gone to the tribe, said 
the Indians had raised 18 objec­ 
tions to the plan last February. 
He emphasized that the Indians 
would like to know "what is in 
the minds" of the planners before 
reviewing the present proposal. 
The new city zoning ordinances 
and zoning maps will be prepared 
for council consideration in Jan­ 
uary. he added.

Mayor Frank Bogert to'.d Simp­ 
son that the council thought "you 
wanted a rush so you could go 
ahead with Section 14." He added 
that “if you want it delayed until 
the new ordinance, we will be glad 
to do it.”

14 public hearing was dropped at 
the request of Ray Simpson, at­ 
torney for the Agua Caliente Tri­ 
bal Council, and 31 other agenda 
items were handled.

Richard Coleman, city planning 
director, opened the presentation 
on the master plan by explaining 
that the master plan had been 
adopted by the council on Sept. 
28. 1960. "solely as a guide.” Sute 
law requires a general plan to set 
the direction for growth, change, 
goals, and establishing a policy 
for attaining goals, he said. 
The plan, prepared by the Simon 
Eisner firm of planning consul­ 
tants at a cost of $23.000, divided 
the 15.594 acres of the planning 
area into commercial, residential, 
and civic • educational usage.

(U PI)-U nitcd Nations inves­ 
tigators today said that Katan­ 
ga President Moise Tshombe 
and other high Katangcse of­ 
ficials apparently were witness­ 
es when former Congolese 
Premier Patrice Lumumba was 
slain in cold blood. 
A team of legal experts from 
four nations also said the Central 
Congolese government of Presi­ 
dent Joseph Ka*.('uhu should 
share the blame for the deaths 
of Lumumba and two of his asso­ 
ciates because it delivered them 
"into the hands of their bitterest 
political enemies.” 
The commission, composed of 
representatives of Burma. Mexi­ 
co, Ethiopia and Togo charged 
that the Central Congolese gov­ 
ernment had prevented it from 
going to the area where Lumumba 
was killed early this year as it 
sought to carry out its investiga­ 
tion under a General Assembly 
mandate. 
The commission had based its 
findings on interviews of s num­ 
ber of persons contacted in New 
York and in Europe and on the 
examination of official documents 
submitted by member govern­ 
ments and the United Nations illu­ 
sion in the Congo.

Bloodiest Campaign Seen 
In Philippines Election

MANILA (UP1)—Scattered vio­ 
lence broke out in the Philippines 
today during national presidential 
and congressional elections which 
capped one of the bloodiest politi­ 
cal campaigns in this nation's 
history. 
One political worker was report­ 
ed shot to death by a policeman. 
There were several reports of 
armed intimidation and ballot box 
stuffing. The mother of one con­ 


gressional candidate was given a 
heavy body guard after being 
threatened. 
An estimated 7 million or more 
voters cast ballots to determine if 
President Carlos P. Garcia, 65, of 
the Nacionalista party, should re­ 
main in office or Vice President 
Diosdado Macapagal. 51, of the 
opposition Liberal party, should 
take over for the next four years. 
Both candidates are staunchly 
anti-Commumst and pro-American

Jurors Okayed 


Pay increases came before the 
County Board of Supervisors Mon­ 
day in its meeting at Riverside 
and as a result residents of Palm 
Springs and the Desert Empire, 
called to jury duty in county 
courts, will probably get m o r e 
money — but it won t happen un­ 
til 1963. 
Supervisors Paul Anderson, Wil­ 
liam Jones and Fred McCall voted 
for an increase from the present 
$5 per day scale to $« per day. 
Chairman Norman Davis and Sup­ 
ervisor Bcrkcy. fourth district, 
passed their vote. 
Any pay increase for j u r o r s 
must be approved by the state 
legislature. Anderson said it was 
doubtful whether this can be done 
before 1963. 
In another action involving sal­ 
ary boosts, increases of from 23 
to 38 per cent for eight elective 
county officers, were proposed to 
take effect in January. 1963. They 
were recommended by Personnel 
Director Donald Spencer and Ad­ 
ministrative Officer Robert An­ 
derson. Offices affected by the 
recommendation are those of the 
sheriff, auditor, assessor, clerk 
coroner, recorder, tax collector 
and treasurer. 
The increases would go into ef­ 
fect. if granted, at the start of the 
next four-year terms of the eight 
departments.

60-16 with 25 at tentions, a reso­ 
lution sponsored by 12 Asian and 
African countries declaring the 
use of nuclear weapons a direct 
violation of the U.N. Charter, con­

Involved voting on the two meas­ 
ures consumed so much time that 
the start of th*' annual full-dress 
debate on disarmament was post­

Calm, Heroism 


LOS ANGELES (UP!) - Fire 
crews contained today a 2.300- 
acre brush fire that destroyed 10 
structures. 
Decreasing winds and heroic 
work by ground crews encircled 
the sprawling burn during the 
night as optimistic forecasts by 
weather officials spurred them on. 
A statement at dawn by Sim 
Jarvi, Angeles National Forest 
supervisor that "It’s looking pret­ 
ty good." was hacked up soon 
afterward with the containment. 
The breakdown of acreage was 
1.800 in the forest and 500 in Los 
Angeles County t e r r i t o r y de­ 
stroyed in the 18-hour wire. 
Jarvi and the county fire chief. 
Keith Klinger, jointly praised the 
work of borate bomber crews who 
pounced on the fire when it start­ 
ed Monday in lujunga Canyon 
about 25 miles north of here. They 
hoped for complete control by 
day’s end. 
Fire lines were strengthened 
during the night by 600 men. The 
city, county and forest crews 
used pumper trucks and bulldoz*

The wintry blast hit hardest at 
Ntw Mexico. Travel was at a 
standstill across the state as snow 
mounted to 34 inches deep with­ 
out a Mgn of letup. Heavy equip­ 
ment was called out in an at­ 
tempt to rescue hundreds of deer 
hunters stranded in die Sacramen­ 
to Mountains. 
Elsewhere, winds slackened in 
Southern California and fire crews 
contained a 2.300-acre brush fire 
that had destroyed 10 structures. 
In the East, rain and mist were 
blamed for mishap* which had 
claimed at least 17 lives, most of 
them in auto smai>h-ups on wet 
highways. 
* 
Heavy rains doused the south­ 
land and triggered flash floods, 
forcing 200 person* to flee their 
homes in the southeast Louisiana 
communities of Bogalusa, Varna- 
do and Franklinton. 
In Alabama, floods washed out 
roads and bridges and forced 
three schools to close. 
Towns Blacked Out 
Electricity went out at the 
height of the southwest storm in 
parts of Albuquerque. N M . and 
in all of El Paso, Tex. El Paso's 
power lines were snapped when 
the storm rolled out of the moun­ 
tains. The darkness lasted for an 
hour until power crews, strug­ 
gling in 50-mile winds, could re­ 
store service. 
There was nearly four fnrhe* 
of snow on the ground at F.l Paso 
at daybreak. Roads were icy and 
dangerous and schools were closed 
at El Paso and in the communi­ 
ties of Ysleta and Uleshoe. 
Although several tiny towns 
were snowbound in New Mexico, 
the inhabitants were not believed 
to be in danger. Roads were clog­ 
ged with drifts and scores of cars 
were stalled as snow-laden winds 
mounted to 74 miles an hour. 
Stranded for Night 
A state policeman searched all 
day for a lost 11-year-old boy 
When he finally found the lad. 
the roads were so drifted the two 
had to spend the night in a 
church at the isolated town of Pi- 
non. 
In Arizona, the snow was 10 
inches deep at Flagstaff. Forty- 
five high school students were 
stranded in the White Mountain 
town of Eager and had to spend 
the night in homes there. 
Eastern rains were blamed for 
two near-tragedies. 
Near PlatrsburgH, N.Y.. an ex­ 
press Greyhound bus swerved on 
a rain-slick highway and crashed 
into a tree. All 24 persons aboard 
were cut. bruised, or shaken up. 
Another Greyhound bus skidded 
off a wet highway near Ann Ar- i 
bor, Mich.. Monday night and 27 
persons were injured. 
Weather - blamed deaths includ- - 
ed six in Texas, five in New 
Hampshire, three in Missouri, two j 
in Iowa, and one in Indiara.

Realtor Nichols told the council 
that the master plan didn’t show 
Vista Chino as a m ajor street go 
ing to a reported planned federal 
interchange on Highway 99. nor 
did it take into account the tram 
way impact on the northern city 
regions. He called for referring 
the plan hack to the planning com­ 
mission. 
Mayor Frank Bogert and City 
M anager Dan Wagner pointed out 
that referring the m aster plan to 
the planning commisaion a f t e r 
aooption of the road plan a n d 
adoption of the rem ainder as a 
guide, could endanger federal cer­ 
tifica; ion for low-cost housing. The 
certification required adoption of 
a city plan. 
The master plan was retained as 
a guide only by a 6-1 council vote, 
with only Mrs. Carlin casting a 
•’no" vote. She called for adoption 
or rejection of the plan. A motion 
by Kirk, seconded by M rs Carlin, 
called for changing the colore on 
the map to conform to requests of 
North Palm Canyon business peo­ 
ple.

WASHINGTON (UP!I — Coun­ 
terfeit 510 bills are flooding New 
York and popping up in sm*ll 
numbers in other stales is far 
west as California, the Secret 
Service reported today. 
Chief James J Rowley consid­ 
ers the problem the most acute 
to confront the Secret Service in 
years Hr and aides are planning 
a special effort to alert the pub­ 
lic 
Although the bogus 310 s are 
not top quality counterfeits, they 
are so deceptive that some are 
getting by bank tellers. 
Limited numbers of $1 bills, 
hard to distinguish from good 
money, have appeared recently 
in San francisco. T o l e d o and 
Cleveland. They pose a special 
problem because 51 counterfeits 
are uncommon and people are 
even less likely to check and see 
if they are genuine. 
Favor Christmas Season 
Only last spring a rash of 
counterfeit 320 bills appeared in 
New York and bedeviled the Se­ 
cret Service until agents found 
the printing plant in Union City. 
N.J. 
Despite intense efforts by Se­ 
cret Service agents to track down 
the source of supply, the phony 
310’s have been appearing in in­ 
creasing numbers in New York 
City. 
Rowdey told United Press Inter­ 
national that because "the Christ­ 
mas shopping season is favored 
by counterfeiters for p u t t i n g 
counterfeit money into circula­ 
tion. it is especially important 
for everyone — merchants and 
shoppers—to be alert."

You can’t stop th e w ind. You can divert 
if and lessen its el feet and you can build shel­ 


te r s to shoot it ov er the spots w here it does 
damage. But as long as n atu re sets up high 
and lo w pressure areas, th ere’ll be wind. And 
here on the desert* w hen th ere’s wind, there’ll 


m o s t likely he liv ing Sand. W hat to do w ith 
it is the big problem , the one which is hold­ 
ing the attention of engineeis and others. 


Many ideas have been advanced and 
some are being translated into action. T he 
state is building a 15-foot dyke for one-half 
mile along the w indw ard side of Highways 
60-70-99 north of th e city w here the dam age 
to automobiles lias been found to be most 
severe. 
It is labelled an experim ental dyke If it 
works, there'll be more. If it doesn’t, $50,­ 
008.58, its cost, w ill have gone down the drain 
or more appropriately, gone w ith the w ind. 
T he areas betw een the dyke and the highw ay 
will be coated w ith black asplialt. It will no t 
be a pretty sight. 
It has long been m aintained that nature's 


tli 


own way ol curbing fixing sand—vegetation 
which im pedes the wind and thus stops the 
little grains—is best. Stripping the desert of 
its vegetation, even the low-flying bushes, is 
always follow ed by flving sand. In the nam e 
of progress, this vegetation sometimes m ust 
he rem oved to make wav for new roads, 
buildings, other projects. The sand is loosened 
to the point w here it takes to the air w ith 
the slightest bree/e. This cannot be helped 
but it can be alleviated. Because of the suc­ 
cession of dry years and the high incidence 
of wind this year, precautions to lay the d u st 
now are needed more than ever. II the vege­ 
tation w hich anchors the sand is removed, it 
should be replaced. 
T hat takes us back to the dyke and th e 
blackened aspect of the desert roadsides. 
Bailroads, as well as highways, are affected 
hv the sand blasts. The Southern Pacific, 
which the highw ay parallels, also has its 
troubles. T he SP people heed nature s w ay 
of control—trees. They have reported p lan t­ 
ing ol 95.000 tamarisk trees along the tracks 
from G arnet to Thousand Palm s, the m ain 
path of the drifting sand. The cuttings cover 
a nine-m ile stretch on either side of the right- 
of-way. W ater for irrigation of the trees has 
been provided. 
Instead of a black strip, studded m ost 
likely w ith billboards, at the side of the road 
to greet motorists, passengers on the trains 
will be w heeled through a corridor of green­ 
ery. T h e w ind which blows aw ay the ballast 
and clogs the switches w ith sand, will be 
curbed. 
T h e cost, in excess of $200.000. will cause 
many to throw up their hands in horror. But 
it m ust be remembered that this is a nine- 
mile stretch, the experim ental dyke, a h alf­ 
mile. 
T h e trees, much easier to look at, will 
cost $22.222 a mile. The dyke, at $50,608.58 
for a hall mile, w ill run $101,220 a mile. 
T h ere’s a lot to that old saying: L et na­ 
ture take its course.
